but taking a Bewd for it, and finding Payment ftopt, upon 
the Conditions not being made good, He put of this 
Bond as{o much ready Money to one of bis corrupt Agents, 
nay, broke through the Rules of Law, to prevent a full 
Difcovery, and gave Evidence upon Oath, which fayoured 
very ftrongly of Prevarication, at leait, it nothing worfe. 
—What a Complication of Wickedneis was here in one 
Tranfaction ; Deceptio Regis, or evil Counfel, felf-Corrup- 
tion, Subornation of Bribery, fraudulent Dealing, Perver- 
fion of Juftice, and Sufpicion of falfe Evidence ? 

Multitudes of other Perfons were ready to confirm the 
Oppreflion, Fradulency and Corruption of his domeffick

I am forry I am not able to tell whether the Nation was 
fo happy to have had a Perfon of fo much good Senfe and 
Publick Spirit to have been one of the Guardians of its 
Liberties ; for I have not been inform’d whether or not he 
carried his Election.

of Enquiry? A Party, whofe Asniver/ary Invedives Me 
defigned to give the Law to your Proceedings, and ger 
ther to intreat nor inform you, but to awe and impofe upor 
ag Refolutions ; to fire the Paffions of the People, u- 
er the Pretence of aa Humble Application to Parliament ; 
to muflead the Senfe of an uninformed, unexamining Pop' 
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lace, and to fet up the crude, indigefted, intemperate No- 
tions of thofe whe are deceived, againi{t the moft calm, de- 
liberate Judgment of thofe who cannot be deceived . 

Your Knowledge of the Authers muft convince you, 
that thefe flaming Invectives are not intendcd for the Hou- 
fes of Parliament, where fuch grofs and abufive Harangues 
raifeno Paflion but that of Indignation, and excite that In- 
dignation againft none but the Orater himfelf who moves it. 
You muft judge that fuch frothy Appeals to prejudiced 
Minds, are beft adapted to the dew Referts of Faaion, to 
Coffee-Houfes, to Mechanick Clubs, and Mob Cabais ; that 
You are not thereby appealed to, however you are ad- 
dreffed, but that you are appealed from: and this in 
the Inftance ofa new Parliament, before you have met toge- 
ther, before you have heard or debatedon any one Motion 
relating to Publick Affairs ; whence therecan be nodoubt that 
they who could [peak to you as an Hou/fe, do not chufe this 
Method of inveighing out ofthe Hou/e, but becaufe fuch Mat- 
tersmay be fuggefted without Doors, as would not be borne 
within Doors ; and fuch Falfhoods be circulated from the 
Prefs, through every Part of the Kingdom, as could not 
fo eafily pafs undetected in a more equal Debate, nor 
Without fevere Reprehenfion in a Britifh Parliament.

Are you to confider that Meafure which 
was begun and carried on by your own Advice in Parlia- 
ment, as not begun or carried on by your Advice ? And are 
you, as mew Members, to break the Faith of Parliament, 
after having, as old Members, engagedthe Farth of Parlia. 
ment ? Or, are you, as mew Members to condemn thofe very 
Mea/fures, which, as old Members, you warranted, by giving 


the Throne the Advice cf Parliament that they fhould be 
undertaken.

Nothing is more to the Honour of the Portugueze, thao 
their Difcoveries and Conquefts, in three Parts of t 
World ; vig. Afia, Africae and America ; about the End 
of the fifteenth and the Beginning of the fixteenth Ce 
tury. It is very furprizing, 4s Father Lafitau juftly ob- 
lerves, that a Nation pent up within fuch narrow Bounds, 
cou'd form fuch arduous Defigns, poffefs themfelyes of fo 
many, and fuch vaft Tra¢ts of Land, fupport fuch great 
Expences, fubdue fo many different People, and fupply 4 
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fuficient Number of Subjects, endued with the neceffary 
Qualifications, to bring thefe Defigns to a happy Conclu- 
fion with fo much Glory. 

Thefe Conquefts, and thefe Difcoveries, have given ar 
Opportunity to the Miflionaries, to preach the Gofpel 
to the utmoit Parts of the Earth, and have been the 
Means of procuring all the People of Europe an Inter- 
courfe and Commerce with the moft diftant Nations. 
This is the Notion fuch Frenchmen have of thofe Difco- 
yeries and Conquefts, as have read fome General Hifto- 
ries, or fome Hiftories of Portugal in particular, con- 
cerning thofe Times, which mujft naturally have made

The pleafure they had in Reading fome Tranflations 
of the Hiftory of the Conquefts of Mexico and Pera, 
muft naturally give an Author great Reafon to hope for 
good Succefs, who fhould undertake to write the Con- 
quefts of the Portuguegze, in three Parts of the World. 
if there is a Sort of Unity of Action in the Hiftory of 
the Conqueft of Mexico and Peru, which is very enter- 
taining, an Account of the Conquefts of the Portugueze, 
in different Times, and under various Governments, muft 
(according to our Author) be fomething more extraordi- 
hary, and amufing.

The Coliphs of Egypt, and two 
very, powerful Turkifo Emperors, viz. Selim, and Soly- 
man, in vain enéeavoured to difturb the Portugneze in 
their Conquefts ; And the Sophi J/mae/, the Conqueror of 

Uu2 Perfia, 
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Perfia, with the Great Moguls, chofe rather to court their - 
Alliance, than to declare War againft them. 

Thefe Encomiums, which our Author beftows on the 
Portugueze Nation, in different Parts of his Preface, 
don’t prevent his acknowledging that they would have 
gone to work more wifely if they had poffeffed them- 
felves of a leffer Tract of Land, If, for Initance, they 
had confined themfelves to the Ifle of Ceylon, and had 
peopled and fortified it well ; if they had behaved then. 
felves with lefs Haughtinefs, and had treated the People 
they fubdued wth more Humanity ; being fituated, as 
they would then have been, in the Centre of the Eaf, 
and ready at Hand to carry on all the Trade, they would 
even now have been the fale Matters thereof, and the 
Indies would not have coft them fo many thoufand Men, 
and fuch immenfe Sums of Money. Our Author con- 
fefles, that it even gave him Pain to read, and to tranf- 
mt to Pofterity, the Outrages of which the Portugueze 
were guilty in divers Places, efpecially in the Mo/ucca 
Iflands. 

Father Lafitaxz, has taken his Materials from the Perta- 
gueze Authors, who have treated of the Difcoveries and 
Congquefts of their Countrymen inthe ZJzdics: He gives 
an Account of thefe Authors in his Preface ; and this is 
the Subftance of what he fays. ——Ferdinand Lopez de Ca- 
franeda, who attended his Father to the Jndies, and has 
written the Hiftory of the Portugueze Difcoveries and 
Conquefts in thofe Parts, in eight Books, which come 
down almoft to the End of Nugao D’ Acunka’s Govern- 
ment, is but an indifferent Author, and extremely prolix 
and trifling (thefe are F. Laftau's own Terms) but never- 
thelefs he writes like a Man of Underftanding, and one 
who was well informed of the Facts which he relates. 
Foba de Barros, who was three Years Governor of St. 
George de la Mine, has written the fame Hiftory, with fuch 
good Succefé, that he has deferved!y acquired the Name ol 
the Portugueze Livy. He publifhed three Decads of his 
Hiftory Himfelf: The Editor made fome Additions and 
Alterations in the fourth. Diego De-Couto, who after ha- 
ving ftudied under the blefledBartholomew of the Marty?5s 
went two Voyages to the Jndies, and was Keeper of 
Archives at Goa, continued the Decads of Barres, by@he 
Order of Philip IT. Diego De-Couto begins at the fou 
Decad, (becaufe that Part of Barres’s Work was not yet 
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Publifhed when Diego fet about his geval and he went 
on tothe twelfth Decad inclufively ; but oaly the four arit 

Decads, and part of the twelfth had been printed, the 

others are preferved in Manofcript. This Author, ac- 

cording to F. Laftau, is very exact and Circumftantial ; 

his Work does Honour both to his Country and to Him- 

felf. Maffeus, fo much efteemed for the Elegance of 
his Latin, went exprefly into Portugal to compofe his Hi- 

ftory of the Jrdies inthat Kingdom, He is a faithful Hi- 

ftorian, but has paifed flightly over certain odious Particu- 

lars which he thought he ougatr not in prudence to take much 

Notice of F. Anthony de St. Romain, who hastranflated Maf- 

feus into Portugueze, isfar inferior tohis Original. Emanuel 

de Farias & Soufe, Knight of the Order of Chrift, in his. 
Portugueze Afia, has only made an Abridgment of the Decads 

of Barros, and Diego De-Couto, with fome other Books, 

This Author preferred the Cafi/lian Tongue to his Pen, as 

finding it more agreeable to his Genius. His Stile is noble 

and compact, but fometimes a little obfcure. His affecting 

the Character of a fincere Hiftorian makes him bold and 

open; but his too frequent Reflections run him into many 

Digreffions ; in fhort, he {peaks every where like a Man 

of Fathion, who is pleafed with his own Notions. 

To thefe Authors F. Lefitau fubjoins thofe who hayes. 
written the Hiftories of thofe Monarchs in whofe Reigns 
the Difcoveriesand Conquefts were made. O/forius Bithop 
ol Sy/oa, in the Alearves, furnamed the Cicero of Porta- 
&a/, and Damian de Goes, have each of them given us a 
g00d Hiftory of the Reign of Dom Emanuel the Firft in 
Latin, and the fecond ia Portuguege. Francis @ Andrada 
has written the Hiftory of Don John Il. 

The particular Hiftories to which our Author refers, 
are, “< the Commentaries of the famous A/phonfo dAlbu- 
““ quergue, which have been methodized by his Son with , 
““ a Plainnefs and Moderation that redounds very much

FRANCE. 


E hear from Paris, that three of the Officers, 

_ lately returned thither from Ruffia, fay, that hav- 
ing taken the Court of Ber/ia in their Way ; they were 
introduced to the King of Praffia, and the firft Queftion 
his Majefty asked them was concerning the Health and 
Welfare of King Stanifaus ; that he talked of nothing 
elfe all the Time they ftaid; that he had that Monarch’s 
Picture enamelled upon the Ring he wore upon his Fin- 
ger ; and that he had called for a Glafs of Wine, and drank 
to the Prince’s Profperity. From hence the French draw 
Conclufions very much in Favour of King Staniflaas; 
particularly a Report is fince fpread, that there feems to 
be fome Mifunderftanding between the Courts of Peter/- 
burgh and Berlin. 

Several Members of the Royal Academy of Sciences 
are fhortly to fet out from Breft, in order to goto the 
South Seas, to meafure the Degrees of the guator a 
near the Line as poffible. They are to imbark on board 
one of the Freach King’s Ships, which is to carry them 
to the Ifland of St. Domingo, where they will find a 52 


aifo Bilander ready to carry them to the South Seas, os 
the 
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the Spani/o Governours have Orders to furnifh them with 
whatever is neceffary for that Purpofe. 

They write from Rheims, that a Woman of that City 
having had nine Husbands, bred up twenty-fix Children, 
and filled the Meafure of her Time with great Induftry, 
died there lately at the Age of 102. She was attended to 
the Grave by 103 Sons, Grandfons, and Great Grandfons, 
many of the former going upon Crutches, or being led 
along blind, and born down with the Weight of Old 
Age. She had herfelf eight Brothers, and thirteen Sifters, 
who had all made fuch good Ufe of their Time, that the 
Old Woman was Aunt and Great Aunt to upwards of a 
thoufand People. ‘They write likewife, that a Man died 
laft Chriffma/s-Day at Laon, aged upwards of 107 ; but 
they don’t fay that he was by any means a Match for the 
Old Gentlewoman beforementioned. Certainly No- 
body can fay that fhe buried her Talent ina Napkin.

HIOLLAND aad the LOW-COUNTRIES. 


Etters from Holland are full of the Mifchief done 
there by the late great Storm, which though it was 
very violent here by Noon, did not rife to any confider- 
able Height there till Evening, when it grew fo terrible 
that the like had never been remembered there. Moft 
of the Houfes at the Hague, Amferdam, Rotterdam, &c. 
received a prodigious Damage, and feyeral of the fine 
Rows of Trees, in the Streets of the latter, were torn 
up by the Roots. The Particulars of the Ships loft in 
the Zexe/ are not yet arrived, butit is much feared they 
will appear very confiderable. 

Our laft Letters from Amferdam bring Advice, that 
fixty Ships drove from their Anchors in the Zexe/, during 
the late Storm, twenty-two of which are on fhore, and 
feveral of. their Men drowned ; five others drove on 
fhore, but got off; three are full of Water, but their 
Men and Lading faved ; feveral ran foul one of another, 


and others loft their Anchors and Mafts ; ia thort, fo ai 
: : neral 
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neral a Calamity can hardly be defcribed. The Mifchief 
done in other Darts of Holland is likewife very confi. 
‘derable. 

We hear from the Hague, that laft Week was execnted 
the Sentence pronounced by the Court of Holland againg 
Councellor Pefers ; which was, to have the Sword drawp 
over his Neck by the Executioner, to be declared inf. 
mous, and incapable of holding any Employment in the 
Republick ; and to be confined for Life in fome Caftle in 
that Province. *Tis added, that it was furprizing to fee 
the Serenity of Mind that Great Man fhewed on this 
Occafion, mounting the Scaffold with as little vifible Con- 
cern, as if he had been going to take his Place at the 
Council Table. So much Compofure of Mind is gem- 
rally a ferong Prefumption of Innocence. 


SPAIN and PORTUGAL. 


E have Advice from MMedrid, that the King of 
Spein’s Palace in that City was unfortunately fet 
on fire: That it continued in Flames for three Daysand 
Nights, and that the Fire was fo fierce, the Wind beiag 
exceeding high, during the whole Time, that no Method 


could be found out to fubdue it, till the whole Edifice 
was confumed. Only the Furniture of the Chappel, and 
feveral choice Pictures were faved, but more might haye 
been preferved, had not the miftaken Zeal of the People 
to have a few reputed Relicks, upon which that fuperfti- 
tious Nation fet an immenfe Value, made them too much 
neglect removing the moft coftly Furniture and Curio 
fities. 

This Palace was a ftupendous, but not elegant Pile of 
Building, founded by Philip I. It was fituated in the 
Middle of the City, upon a great Eminence, and had two 
Pavillions in Front, with two large Courts, and fpacious 
Terras-walks, rais’d upon fuch high Arches, and adorned 
with gilt Balconies and Statues : All the great Councils 
Spain ufually afembled in this Palace. 

Their Catholick Majefties faw the Conflagration from 
the Buen Retiro, a Palace much about the fame Diftance 
from Madrid, as Kenfington is from London, and bore the 
Misfortune with great Magnanimity. The Lofs fuftained 
by this Fire is reckoned to amount to a prodigious at 
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and many valuable Archives and Records are confumed ; 
among others, The famous Treaty of Seville. ‘Tis faid 
that his Catbolick Majefy has fent tor the very beft Archi- 
tects from Jt2/y, in order to rebuild the Palace, being 
refolved to {pare no Coft, to make it one of the moft 
beautiful Edifices in Europe. 


RcMEand ITALY: 


yf Bitters from Naples bring Advice, that the Departure 
of Don Carlos for Sicily, in Order to take Poffeffion 
of that Kingdom, was fixed for the Beginning of this 
Month ; and that Prince Corfin: having declined accepting 
of the Regency of Naples during the Abfence of that 
young Prince, Count Chami had been nominated for that 
Purpofe. We have Advice from Lombardy, that the Als 
lies have threatened to act offenfively againft the Germans, 
as foon as the Spanifh Troops arrive to their A fliftance ; 
and that they will even attempt the Siege of Muarua; the 
Fortifications of that Place are even repairing with the ut- 
moft Diligence, and the Magazines are ftoring for a Garri- 
fon of fixteen Thoufand Men. 

We hear from Turin, that the Queen of Sardinia, who 
had laboured feveral Months under a lingering Illnefs, 
died there a few Days after her Royal Confort’s Arrival 
irom the Camp before Cremona. She was Daughter to the 
Prince of Heffe-Rhinfells, was born September 21, 1706, 
and left behind her three Princes, with as many Princeffes, 
‘Tis faid that his Sardinian Majefty was under fuch an ex- 
treme AffiGtion for the Death of that Princefs, that he fhut 
himfelf up in a Monaftery, and refolved to continue nine 
Days in that Retirement, in Order to cive full Scope to ‘his 
Sorrows. Her Majefty was Aunt to the French King, 
and Sifter-in-law to the King of Spain ; Mary Adelaide, 
Dutchefs of Burgundy, his mott Chriftian Majefty’s Mo- 
ther, being eldeft Sifter to the prefent King of Sardinia, 
and his Catholick Majefty’s firft Queen being Mary Loui/a, 
fecond Sifter to that Prince. 

Our laft Letters from Naples fay, that Don Car/os is ac- 
tually fet out on his Expedition to Sici/y: And from Rome, 
that the Pope was preparing to accom nodate the Sprnife 
Troops, in their Paflage to Lombardy through the Hecle- 
fiaftical Territories. 3

E have Advice from Vienna, that the Czaring has ae. 
guainted the Emperor that fhe cannot affift him with 
above 12000 Men for the enfuing Year ; that the has or. 
dered a frefh Body of Troops into Po/and, under the 
Command of Lieutenant General Douglas, a Scotch Gen- 
tleman ; that fhe is determined to employ her whole Force 
to put a fpeedy End tothe Oppofition in that Kingdom, 
by driving all the Adherents of King Stansflaus out of the 
Nation ; and that when fhe has accomplithed this great 
Work, her next Task fhall be to join effectually in fubdu- 
ing his Imperial Majefty’s Enemies. Jf France and ber 
Allies foould be as fuccefsful this Campaign as they were the 
daft, the Emperor will bave fufficient need of all the Affi- 
flance the Czarina can afford brm. 

The Circle of Suabie have reprefented tothe Diet of Ra- 
tisbon, by Reafon of the Loffes they have futiained fince the 
Begianiig of the War, they are become incapable of fur- 
nifhing their Contingent towards the Expences of another 
Campaign. ’Tis alledged that the Houfe of Baden have 
fuffered to the Amount of 045,795 Florins ; that of Dour- 
leach, 608,188 Florins; and the Town of WHailbron 
182,684 Florins; all which Sums they refpectively pray 
to be reimburfed out of their future Contingents. 

They write from Berlin, that the King o; Pruffia is fo 
well recovered as to be able to takethe Air on Horfeback. 

They write from Vienna, that the late Campaign in Jia- 
/y has made a Cure of Count Konigfege’s Gout; upon 
which fome Laughers obferve, that Prince Lewis of Wir- 
temberg, and above 30,000 Men more, were effedfually 
cur’d of all Diffempers, by the fame Specifick. Accord- 
ing to this Account, it far excceds the famous Mr. 7. W-d's 
fanacia. 

"Tis ‘reported at Vienna, that Prince Exgene will com- 
mand again on the Rhine, and ‘that he will repair thither 
by the latter End of February.

OME Accounts from Poland fay, that the Palatine of 
S Kiow, who commands the Pe/ifh Army, having taken a 
Difguft at fome late Tranfactions of his Party, is on the 
Road to Warfaw to make his Submiffion to King Augufus. 
But that wants Confirmation. 

The Primate continues ftill in his Confinement at E/diag, 
and refolves the two Competitors fhall decide their Con- 
tefts before he declares himfelf any farther on either Side. 
‘Tis now faid that the Health of that Prelate, is not fo 
precarious as was reported. 

They write from Warfaw, that General Sagrisky, who 
commands a Body of Ruffian Forces having Occafion to pals 
the Vifula at Fanowitz, fell into an Ambufcade of Polifh 
Troops, who cut the Mufcovites in Pieces, and made them- 
felves Mafters of the greateft part of that General’s Bag- 
gage. 

We hear from Deatzick, that King Staniflaus has dif- 
patched circular Letters, to all the Foreign Oificers who 
have engaged in his Service, enjoyning them to repair in- 

antly to Poland: ’Tis faid, this Order is founded upon 
Advices received by that Prince, that the Czarina has fent 
pofitive Commands to the Prince of Heffe-Homberg and Ge- 
neral La/ci to join Forces, and attack the Po/ifh Army at 
all Adventures, *Tis added, however, that this Army 
is at prefent encamped in a Place hardly acceflible, being 
defended on all fides by Woods and Marthes ; fo that the 
Event of the Bartle is thought doubt.ul, the Superiority of 
Numbers on one Side being counterballanced by the ad- 
vantagious fituation of the other. 

Letters trom Petersburgh obferye, that the Credentials 
which the Perfian Embafladors, lately arrived there, pre-

were only counterfizned by Thamas Kowli-Kan, as Regent 
of Perfa. ; 

z Letters of a later Date from Warfaw contradict the De- - 
‘cat Of the Body of Raffian Forces commanded by General 
Sacrisky, and fay that that General paffed the /7fu/a with 
his Troops at Catimer and met with little or no Oppofition, 
the Poles firing only a few Shot with long Guns, and reti- 
Ting upon che Raffians planting their Cannon againft ther. 
Dis faid they are gone towards Samock, near the Monn- 
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tains of Hungary. Major General Backmantof, with his 
Body of Forces, crofled the River about A/iclecz, and Co-
